Grade for Holy Communion 


Editor's Note. This is the second installment of the Curriculum in Reli- 
gion, prepared for the schools of the Archdiocese of Chicago, under the 
direction of Rev. Daniel F. Cunningham, diocesan superintendent of schools. 


content the main part the course for 

the second grade centers around the preparations 

for Holy Communion, the case children 
who have already made the First Communion, for 
better understanding of, and more significant spir- 
itual life. The fundamental guide for the teacher 
the grade which the child makes his First Confes- 
sion and First Communion, and those subsequently 
who should stimulate regular reception the Sacra- 
ment, are the two papal decrees Holy Communion. 
For purpose reference the text the Decree 
early Communion (Aug. 1910) related the 
“age and “the regulations” are quoted 
herewith. 

“From all this follows that the age discretion 
required for Holy Communion that which the 
child can distinguish the Eucharistic from common 
and material bread and knows how approach the 
altar with proper devotion. 

perfect knowledge the articles faith is, 
therefore, not necessary. few elements alone are 
sufficient. Nor the full use reason required, since 
the beginning the use reason, that is, some kind 
reason, suffices. Wherefore put off Communion 
any longer exact riper age for the reception 
the same custom that rejected abso- 
lutely and the same has been repeatedly condemned 
the Holy See. Thus, Pius IX, happy memory, 
the letters Cardinal Antonelli the Bishops 
France given March 12, 1822, severely condemned the 
growing custom existing some dioceses putting 
off Holy Communion maturer age, and rejected 
the number years fixed them. 


“The Congregation the Council March 15, 
1851, corrected chapter the Provincial Council 
Rouen which children under twelve years age 
were forbidden receive Holy Communion. This 
same Congregation the Discipline the Sacra- 
ments, acting similar manner case proposed 
from Strassburg March 25, 1910, which 
was asked whether children twelve fourteen 
years could admitted Holy Communion, an- 
swered: “Boys and girls are admitted Holy 
Communion when they arrive the age discretion 
attain the use reason.” 

“After seriously considering all these things, the 
Congregation the Discipline the Sacraments, 
general meeting held July 15, 1910, order that the 
above-mentioned abuses might removed and the 
children tender years become attached Jesus, 
live His life, and obtain assistance against the dangers 
corruption, has judged opportune lay down 
the following. 

“Norm for Admitting Children First Holy Com- 
munion observed everywhere: 

The age discretion required both for Confes- 
sion and Communion the time when the child begins 
reason, that about the seventh year, more less. 
From this time the obligation satisfying the 
precept both Confession and Communion begins. 

“2. Both for First Confession and First Com- 
munion complete and perfect knowledge Chris- 
tian Doctrine not necessary. The child will, how- 
ever, obliged learn gradually the whole Cat- 
echism according its ability. 

“3, The knowledge Christian Doctrine required 
children order properly prepared for First 
Holy Communion that they understand according 
their capacity those mysteries Faith which are

necessary means salvation, that they able 
distinguish the Eucharist from common and mate- 
rial bread, and also approach the sacred table with 
the devotion becoming their age. 

“4. The obligation the precept Confession and 
Communion which rests upon the child, falls back 
principally upon those whose care they are, that is, 
parents, confessors, teachers, and their pastor. be- 
longs the father, however, the person taking 
his place, also the confessor, the Roman Cat- 
echism declares, admit the child First Holy 
Communion. 

“5. The pastor shall take care announce and hold 
General Communion for Children once several 
times year, and these occasions they shall admit 
not only First Communicants but also others who, 
with the consent their parents and the confessor, 
have been admitted the sacred table before. For 
both classes some days instruction and preparation 
shall precede. 

Those who have the care children should use 
all diligence that after First Communion the chil- 
dren shall often approach the holy table, even daily, 
possible, Jesus Christ and Mother Church desire, 
and that they with devotion becoming their 
age. They should bear mind their most important 
duty, which they are obliged have the children 
present the public instructions other- 
wise they must supply this religious instruction 
some other way. 

The custom not admitting children con- 
fession, not absolving them, absolutely con- 
demned. Wherefore local Ordinaries will take care 
that entirely abolished, even using canonical 
punishments. 

“8. most intolerable abuse not administer 
Viaticum and Extreme Unction children who have 
attained the use reason, and bury them accord- 
ing the manner infants. The Ordinaries places 
severely against those who 
abandon this custom.”

Many sys- 
tems are still following the encyclopedic principle 
selection; namely, selection subject matter for 
its informational value and presentation for 
memorization. The vast storehouse history with its 
mass indigestible facts has not been mastered 
our pupils for the simple reason that the encyclopedic

principle organization supplies reference material 
and not instructional procedures techniques. Its 
chief weakness the emphasis memorization 
isolated facts, stuffing process with practically 
provision for revealing significant relationships, 
challenging reflective thinking and applying previous 
learnings. 

Fundamentally different from the encyclopedic 
principle the unitary organization whose chief 
purpose goal rationalization understanding. 
Only those persons, places, episodes, dates, etc., are 
used that serve illuminate and explain the unit 
objective. Constructive thinking, not verbal memoriza- 
tion facts for facts sake, stressed.

Religious persecu- 
tion, weak but tyrannical government, desire for 
wealth, anxiety improve living conditions, all were 
motives which led men come the New World. 
And each these groups brought its beliefs the 
New World and continued make them the accepted 
ideas for their individual colonies. The English came 
largest numbers. You have information, yourself, 
concerning many them, the Puritans, the Vir- 
ginians, the Catholics Maryland, and the Quakers 
Pennsylvania. These groups established settlements 
the New World, and paved the way for future 
growth and development. 

For time these groups were busy working out their 
own problems. Later they felt need for uniting and 
for securing their freedom. Naturally the war 
independence tended check immigration. However, 
after 1790 immigration again began. Now, was not 
limited the English. Several groups migrated from 
Europe between 1790 and 1890. These were the Irish, 
the Germans, and the Scandinavians. Each had 
definite reason for leaving Europe. All felt they could 
find homes and living America because this 
time there was abundance free land which could 
easily secured. These people, other words, sought 
better their living conditions the new world. 

While those people were coming America, revo- 
lution type quite different from our American one 
was being felt. The Industrial Revolution had brought 
many changes northern Europe, particularly. had 
aroused much interest the development manu- 
facturing and trade. Naturally, Germany, France and 
England could now employ many people the facto- 
ries and transporting finished goods. The result was 
that emigration from northern Europe decreased 
decidedly. America, the rapid invention all types 
machinery brought demand for different type 
labor. simple was the manipulation many the 
machines that skilled labor was not required. 
needed cheaper labor. Furthermore, railroads were be- 
ing built carry the goods; and this building required 
rather cheap, unskilled labor, too. 

The result was that European immigrants now came 
from another section Europe. These less skilled 
people came from crowded Italy and the Slavic coun- 
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tries southern Europe. The many civil wars 
Europe about 1870 had not succeeded 
conditions there they had northern Europe. 
Rather, the great improvements made northern 
European countries had served make these Slavic 
groups feel dissatisfied. They were quite willing, there- 
fore, leave their European homes seek work 
the new land. 

The world war opened our eyes several amazing 
facts. America had been too hospitable. had 
admitted too many people our country. Further- 
more, many these were undesirable. They were 
weak physical and mental make-up. some cases, 
they were morally weak, too. They lacked education. 
They were even races which felt not wise 
have here large numbers. Much our best farm 
land, moreover, was occupied. There was little free 
land remaining. Yet, had shared without consider- 
ing the future. Some people did not wish see 
become “Mother Hubbard” without resources our 
cupboard. Therefore, have taken steps recently 
regulate the migration Europeans America. 
have decided more careful our selection 
new citizens. other words, America longer 
the “open door” for all who wish seek freedom.

Here is a suggestive and practical scheme of supple- 
mentary reading of worth-while books — books of power as well as books 
of information. The scheme is very deftly and intelligently managed. But 
why call it ‘enforced reading”? Such a supplementary list could be used 
by every subject teacher, if the list were well chosen and the 
teacher gently stimulating. 


HEN high-school girl insists that she has 

looked all the mythological allusions 

her Latin, has done all her history references, 
has read the scientific article the latest magazine, 
has written her English theme, and that she going 
over the public library after school exchange the 
two storybooks she has under her arm (Zane Grey, 
most well, it’s time devise some means 
keeping that enterprising young person properly oc- 
cupied. The plan finally adopted was, doubtless, 
not original, and certainly not claim was new; 
had all the semblance originality and newness 
our classrooms and has worked like charm for 
the past three years. 

All during the summer searched the bookshelves 
our own and the public studied publish- 
ers’ catalogs; and examined, considered, and 
selected what thought were appropriate volumes, 
until, when September welcomed the incoming pupils, 
displayed before each class its own typed list 
“Books Read the Students.”

letters, essays, travel, novel, art, science, and folklore;

each topic during the course the year. Her failure 
her reading was cut her off from meriting 
more than per cent the second-semester English 
matter how excellent, otherwise, her work had 
been; for held that reading nearly the most 
important part the English course. But did not 
specify any particular book —at least, not first; 
there was choice among four five volumes 
each subject, for which had got together the 
best things could find. Unfortunately they were not

library. 

The first year followed accepted lists almost 
entirely, the while keeping our ears open for the chil- 
dren’s criticism which often heeded good effect.

between. But thoughtful selection brings its own 
reward.

That sounds bit ruth- 
less, perhaps; but the first girl, sophomore, think, 
who began the Winged Horse, read from cover 
cover before she returned it. Perhaps later history 
art would worth-while addition. 

How you keep track the reading? Why, 
filing cards, the pride schoolgirl’s heart when they 
begin mount up. course, one set questions 
book could not used for all they were, 
the first reader would answer them and then the rest 
the class might copy those answers without even 
opening the book. But itinerary the hero

NEW COMBINATION BUILDING 


St. Dominic’s School, Youngstown, Ohio, is a good example of modern 
architecture in a combination building for a small parish. Approximately 300 
feet long and 3,000 feet wide, with a principal frontage of 300 feet the new 
school contains seven classrooms, one office, an auditorium, 60 feet wide and 
100 feet long with seating capacity 950, which present 
the parish 


The flooring is terrazzo, the classrooms and the auditorium are finished in 
oak and plaster. The plant uses a vapor-heating system. A vacuum pump 
and lighting are included. The exterior design follows the simplest lines. 

The total pupil capacity is 300. The total cost of the building is $70,000 
(building $65,000. equipment $5,000), or 25 cents per cubic foot. The cost 
per pupil is $233

May 17, 1923, the “Union Internationale Secours 
aux Enfants” promulgated its renowned “Declaration 
Geneva,” which was subsequently adopted nations 
and formed the basis for discussions during the first Inter- 
national Congress Child Welfare held also Geneva the 
vear 1925. Since the last White House Conference follows 
general way the original “Declaration 
United States never adopted and since great 
interest educators and teachers compare progress 
principles, reprinted here. 

“By the present Declaration the rights the Child, men 
ind women all nations, recognizing that Mankind owes 
the Child the best that has give, declare and accept 
their duty that, beyond and above all considerations 
race, nationality creed: 

“I. THE CHILD must given the means requisite for 
iis normal development, both materially and spiritually. 

THE CHILD that hungry must fed; the child 
that sick must nursed; the child that backward must 
helped; the delinquent child must reclaimed; and the 
orphan and the waif must sheltered and succored. 

THE CHILD must the first receive relief 
times distress. 

“IV. THE CHILD must put position earn 
livelihood and must protected against every form 
exploitation. 

THE CHILD must brought the consciousness 
that its talents must devoted the service its fel- 
low men.” 

the Introduction its report, the White House Confer- 
ence covers all the above points but adds the following 
specifically 

Prenatal, natal, and postnatal care must provided 
for mother and child. 

Every child should have instruction the schools 
health and safety, and teachers should trained health 
programs. 

Special abilities the child should developed. 

Every child has the right place with 
adequate facilities and supervision provided the com- 
munity. 

Every child should protected against communicable 
diseases. 

Rural children should enjoy the same benefits city 
children do. 

Most these provisions are unusual interest teachers 
and educators and are covered the special reports ema- 
nating from the sections and committees the school child’s 
health and recreation and handicapped children. not 
possible summarize adequately within the limits 
article, all that was transacted during the meetings held 
within the past twelve months. Hence, cursory enumeration 
what particular interest teachers and educators 
must suffice for the present. 

The committee the school child, section III submits 
very comprehensive school health program. Committee 
discusses vocational guidance and child labor very thoroughly. 
Committee concerns itself about recreation and physical 
education trying formulate standard curriculum for the 
training professional physical education teachers and pro- 
fessional and volunteer recreation leaders for the preschool 
child, elementary. high-school and college student. Committee 
brought out illuminating facts about the handicapped and 
delinquent child urging the establishment special classes 
the mentally deficient, the retarded, and the precocious 


child and special schools for crippled and tubercular children 
also psychological clinics for delinquents. President Hoover, 
his opening address, summarizing these problems said: 
“Out 45,000,000 children about 35,000,000 are reasonably 
normal; 6,000,000 are 1,000,000 have defec- 
tive speech; the same number have weak damaged hearts; 
675,000 present behavior problems; 450,000 are mentally 
retarded; 382,000 are tubercular; 342,000 have impaired hear- 
ing; 18,000 are totally deaf; 300,000 are 50,000 are 
partially and 14,00 are wholly blind; 200,000 are delinquent 
and 500,000 dependent. And on, total least 
10,000,000 deficients, more than per cent which are 
not receiving the necessary attention, though our knowledge 
and experience show that these deficiencies can prevented 
and remedied high Finally, Committee inves- 
tigates the child outside the home and school and reports 
what being done the way leisure activities and makes 
recommendations extend these activities the future. 
There were five sections child welfare each which was 
again divided number committees and subcommittees. 

The preliminary confidential report the whole conference 
containing abstracts most the sections closely printed 
volume more than 650 pages. The corrections and additions 
and suggestions offered this report and considered the 
final sessions cover again almost 200 closely typed sheets. The 
final printed report will, doubt, make several substantial 
volumes. 

May this suffice show the reader what tremendous 
amount work was done the Conference. How was 
done and what will the results are other questions. These 
have been answered the writer article that appeared 
America, the first issue December. Those 
like the writer, attended the Congress Geneva, and the last 
three White House Conferences concerning children, have 
followed their proceedings will confess that the Conference 
just concluded was great step forward the right direction.

Our Catechism 

“Our Catechism” the title article 
(London) for November, 1930. makes number 
comments the teaching catechism growing out 
the reading immensely interesting little book 
Father Tahon, The First Instruction Children 
and Beginners (Sheed and Ward). Let review here 
some the more striking comments. 

“Father Tahon shows,” says Father Martindale, 
“that our kind Catechism came into existence after 
and imitation Luther’s Luther, appalled the 
prospect doctrinal chaos among Protestants, tried 
formulate his creed and impose upon all (1531). 
Calvin followed 1541; the first Anglican catechism 
appeared 1549; Canisius published his and 
Bellarmine his Dottrina Breve 1597. This last 
what underlies our own, and the Vatican Council chose 
foundation for the universal catechism pro- 
jected. Hence, despite its Protestant models, our cat- 
echism has full ecclesiastical backing and one 
would dream treating lightly. The question seems 
be, whether the best instrument (1) for teach- 
ing beginners; (2) for teaching those more advanced 
years and knowledge. Father Drinkwater (who 
wrote introduction Father Tahon’s book) seems 
argue that first instruction (certainly the case 
children, and think would add, the case even 
adult converts) need not and perhaps should not 
given means the catechism such.”

And with Father Martindale’s usual frank and 
direct statement, leave the problem your thought 
and your mind:

skillful teacher will, course, make use every lesson 
develop the child’s thinking powers; but exercises 
intended for this purpose are desirable. might suggest 
these three: (1) careful examination and criticism cur- 
rent phrases, proverbs, and poetic quotations. (2) Original 
compositions, with thoughtful analysis the sentiments 
expressed and the words used. (3) Debates, which all the 
members the class are interested. 


Dissecting Proverbs 


Proverbs are supposed express the concentrated wisdom 
many men; but some them, examination, prove 
both shallow and misleading. Take the familiar saying, 
the best policy.” it? Sometimes, perhaps; 
always, the sight God. But the world? Have all suc- 
cessful business men acquired their fortunes strictly honest 
means? Have all diplomats gained advantages for their respec- 
tive countries the most upright methods? Let the shades 
Machiavelli and Bonaparte, Clive and Bismarck, answer. 
hardly necessary furnish examples; the students 
history will recall many, from wholesale slaughter 
men and tribes that stood the way his ambition, the 
more recent thefts alien territory order that stronger 
nation might extend its influence” favor its 
own commerce. How much entered 
examples “policy”? Evidently, critical estimate and clear 
definition are needed the word “policy.” While inviting 
pupils discuss the bearings this familiar adage, must 
not, course, give them the impression that 
must show them, lead them see for themselves, 
that honesty always honorable, praiseworthy, and desirable. 
admirable the sight God and men; but that does not 
always lead worldly prosperity. may so, and frequently 
does; but temporal success neither its criterion nor its 
fitting reward. 

Again, let consider that absurd assertion which hear 
frequently, good true.” The natural conclusion 
is, that whatever good, least what unusually good, 
not true. taken seriously, could any principle more 
pernicious? One more example may given: “All that glit- 
ters not gold,” are told. Taking the statement the 
follows: “Gold glitters,” therefore, “Gold not 
absurd conclusion, but logically deduced from the first state- 
ment. What wrong with it? Here chance test the 
thinking powers our students, and incidentally their 
edge grammar, since, older and educated persons will 
perceive, the error arises from violating simple rule gram- 
mar. the negative placed next the word modifies. 
the difficulty vanishes, and have the sensible statement, 
“Not all that glitters gold.” 

Many our pupils will not have the advantage going 
through full college course, which due attention given 
training the mental powers and guiding the intellectual 
processes the precepts formal logic; hence, all the 
more important train them apply their own reason 
the ideas presented their minds. Without familiar ac- 
quaintance with the rules Aristotle, young people can 
taught examine carefully the statements they hear the 
arguments they meet books. Common sense, but trained 
common sense, often furnishes better and certainly quicker 
way arriving truth than the processes formal logic 
particularly not all statements can easily reduced 
syllogism, enthymeme, sorites. conversation regarding 
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the philosophical question free will, remember that 
Samuel Johnson ended the discussion, his usual dictatorial 
way, the pronouncement, “Sir, know that our wills 
are free, and that’s end on’t.” So, also, the child who was 
asked why there could only one God, and who answered, 
there room for another,” was not bad philos- 
opher, and had seized some idea, however imperfect, the 
infinite. 

example quotation from poetry that will not 
close scrutiny, that needs very broad interpreta- 
tion, may cite Browning’s optimistic His Heaven. 
\ll’s right with the world.” it? leave readers judge 
jor themselves after brief consideration the subject. 


Accuracy Expression 


write original compositions, course, demands some 
the part the pupils; but this thinking always 
accurate? They can derive much help from the kindly criti- 
cism their teacher; but they should led scrutinize 
own statements, perceiving the truth falsity their 
issertions, the probability improbability the facts they 
narrate. Their careless use epithets sometimes quite con- 
iradictory, results occasionally ludicrous descriptions 
whose inconsistencies the young authors are innocently un- 
conscious. Some time ago, read college journal story 
abounding expressions like this: entered the room 
with sad but cheerful countenance.” Let the reader try, 
can, reproduce that expression. Again, was asserted, 
“She kept one eye her visitor beside her and the other 
the open door her left.” experiment prove the possi- 
bility this feat might hazardous the organs sight, 
will not suggest it. course, our students must en- 
couraged express their thoughts both speaking and 
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writing; but they need the guidance experienced persons, 
together with the habit self-criticism. 


Debates Are Helpful 


colleges and universities, debates have always held 
honored position among educational methods. The participants 
themselves are the ones that chiefly benefit the practice, 
which develops their various powers and faculties. may 
doubt college debates have elicited any new truths thrown 
any light old ones— from the time when the medieval 
university students debated the important question, how many 
angels could stand the point needle, the more mod- 
ern debates disarmament prohibition. But the young 
speakers themselves gain much these contests. Their care- 
ful study the subject, choice material, presentation 
the topic the most convincing way, and their readiness 
accept repel opponent’s arguments, all help develop 
their mental activity. The contest, however, must not degen- 
erate into mere effort gain victory, but should always 
keep the high aim establishing some truth revealing 
some facts. 

The foregoing remarks are not offered anything new 
the subject. merely suggesting that practice which has 
been found helpful colleges might well applied, 
simpler way, the grammar grades. know that this has 
been done several schools, and with very satisfactory results. 
The pupils enjoy these little debates, derive many advantages 
from them, and they are good preparation for better work 
the colleges. Now that the custom has become common 
holding contests speaking between different colleges, 
desirable that the pupils our Catholic schools should con- 
tinue appear advantage, they have frequently done, 
these international interstate contests. 


Class Piano Teaching, Sister Lucia

Those them who have dreaded the 
practice hour, knowing that meant many minutes 
clock watching, urging and scolding, now find the children 
eager for their work. some homes where two three 
are taking lessons has become almost difficulty arrange 
that all can have equal time the piano. 

many families the great drawback musical educa- 
tion for the child has been the expense connected with it, 
and for this reason much talent has really been not only 
retarded, but undiscovered. This condition has 
fairly mastered, for where number are taking class the 
lessons can given for small amount, thus enabling every 
child participate. Since this group teaching has been 
extensively taken our schools much unusual talent has 
been brought out, which, had not been for the class lessons, 
would have had opportunity maturing. 


Children Are Interested 

both interesting and amusing see the eagerness 
the children for the lessons. Many incidents have been told 
the ways which children, whose parents could not afford 
even the small fee required, have worked order procure 
their lessons. 

one place the west, where class instruction piano 
being given, the children have earned the money for their 
lessons hunting rabbits, and quite calamity they 
not secure least one rabbit week pay for lessons.

Another little girl teaching each lesson she learns 
her mother, who loves music but who never had the 
opportunity learning it. Many these progressive little 
people are teaching their small brothers and sisters, and 
companions some cases, with very encouraging results. 
Thus the effect this work bound become farreaching. 

Teachers who were dependent for livelihood upon their 
private lessons were rather inclined look with disfavor 
the classwork. The results, however, after four five 
months, showed that the class lessons would increase the 
number pupils the private teachers, for many the 
parents finding that their children were doing exceptionally 
well, permited them have specialized training.

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INTRODUCTION THE BANANA THE NEW 
WORLD REV. FATHER TOMAS BERLANGA 
Reynolds 


Statues and memorials without number have been erected 
honor valiant warriors and courageous explorers. But 
few are the monuments which record the heroic sacrifices 
the brave missionaries who brought the light the Gospel 
pagan lands. Quietly and modestly these brave soldiers 
Christ bring the saving knowledge the Kingdom God 
those who wander the darkness ignorance and super- 

History does not always record the civilizing influence 
the missionaries the Church. Very often the missionary 
has been the means teaching people how eliminate 
pestilence, alleviate pain, and overcome hunger. Such 
missionary was the Reverend Father Tomas Berlanga. 
His name closely associated with the introduction the 
banana into the New World. History records the fact that 
this eminent missionary 1516 was the first bring the 
banana America. taught the people came 
evangelize how cultivate this nutritious fruit which has 
since become important staple food the Western 
hemisphere. 

appreciation the contribution Father Ber- 
langa western civilization may found the writings 
Oviedo, the Spanish historian who made five visits Amer- 
ica before his death 1557 and who has the distinction 
writing the first natural history the New World. Oviedo, 
describing the introduction the banana into the New 
World, states: “There fruit here (Santo Domingo) which 
called Platanos (the name for the edible banana) nor 
did they use the Indies but were brought hither 
One hears all sides that this special kind fruit was 
brought from the Island Gran Canaria Santo Domingo 
the year 1516 the Reverend Friar Tomas Berlanga 
the Order Predicadores. From here they spread 
other settlements this island and all other islands peopled 
Christians. And they have even been carried the main- 
land and every part they have flourished The first ones 
were brought, has been said from Gran Canaria, and saw 
them there the very monastery San Francisco the 
year 1520. Also they are the other Fortunate Canary 
Islands and have heard say that they are found the city 
Almeria the kingdom Granada. They say that this 
plant was passed thence the Indies and that Almeria 
came from Levant and from Alexandria and East India.” 

Continuing Oviedo pays Father Berlanga this beautiful 
tribute: “He was appointed Bishop Castilla del Oro 
Tierra-Firme (Panama) because truth very relig- 
ious person and great example, and such honor well 
befits him, because his doctrine has been very beneficial 
these parts for things referring the service God our 
Lord, and for such was selected, being modest, never 
having requested solicited the honor.” 

Little more than the above known Father Ber- 
langa’s life. The place his birth, how came the 
Canary Islands, even the time and place his death all 
these vital facts are buried the past. But the memory 
his unselfish service giving the New World beauti- 
ful example Christian zeal and devotion and introducing 
valuable food for nations yet unborn has endured for four 
hundred years. 

had been known from the earliest days that the roots 
the banana plant could carried long distances and that 
would take root and suitable soil and climate. 
the trade which flourished across the Indian Ocean 
the first ten centuries the Christian era, the banana was 
established the east coast Africa. From there was 
gradually carried westward 4,000 miles across the Dark 
Continent the Guinea coast. Here was found the 
Portuguese when they arrived 1482 and they, turn, 
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brought the plant with its African name “banana” the 
Canary Islands. The next great step the world-wide journey 
the banana was when was carried Father Berlanga 
among his scanty possessions across the Atlantic 
mission Santo Domingo. 

Such was the history the coming the banana the 
New World. Scientists agree that this fruit with its near 
relative, the plantain, was not native America. The ancient 
Indian tribes tropical America had word for the banana, 
nor did they leave among their records any pictures ref- 
erences it. 

Without this dependable, easily grown fruit food the his- 
tory tropical America would have been very different. Dr. 
William Wright his “Account the Medicinal Plants 
Growing Jamaica” (London Medical Journal, Vol. 1787) 
wrote: “The banana never eaten green; but when ripe 
very agreeable, either eaten raw fried slices fritters. 
Plantains and bananas are eaten all ranks people 
Jamaica; and but for the plantains the island would scarcely 
habitable, species provision could supply their 
place.” 

The next and final stage the journey the banana 
was the colder countries the North. late the 
middle the nineteenth century, travelers and naturalists 
wrote the banana delicious fruit and valuable food 
for the tropics, but did not conceive its use colder 
climates. Its portability, now familiar fact, was not then 
realized, and its possibilities through modern transportation 
staple food for the peoples the temperate zones were 
not foreseen. 

Within comparatively recent years the banana industry has 
contributed definitely the solution the problem the 
natural food supply both America and Europe and has 
given the markets the temperate zones all times 
inexpensive and nutritious food fruit, quite different char- 
acter and flavor from any the fruits the cooler climates. 
Furthermore, the industry has been important fact 
creating better understanding between the United States 
and the Caribbean countries and has contributed materially 
their commercial development. 

the long and interesting history the banana there 
more dramatic picture than that Father Tomas 
Berlanga, the pioneer missionary, setting out his long and 
perilous voyage the New World and introducing the plant 
which has been such boon the people came convert. 
Thus this heroic missionary known not only for his spir- 
itual but also for his material contribution the happiness 
untold generations men, women and children.

SHORT LECTURE THE GULF STREAM 
FOR PUPILS HIGH SCHOOL 


Sister Lucy Sage, M.A. 


Besides the fluctuations occasioned the winds and the 
attraction the moon, the sea possesses other movements 
caused principally the unequal distribution heat the 
surface the globe. When fluid mass, the different 
parts not have the same temperature, currents are formed 
that tend distribute their heat uniformly. this way, 
circulation established, the warm liquid flowing toward the 
cold liquid and the cold liquid flowing toward the warm 
liquid, until the same temperature established the entire 
mass. But for one cause other, the equality tempera- 
ture not established, the circulation will continue indefi- 
nitely. According the foregoing principle, continual ex- 
change water established between the warm water 
the seas the equator and the icy waters the seas 
the poles. 

the numerous currents that vivify the seas, the most 
important, for us, the Gulf Stream, the Atlantic Ocean. 
This current called Gulf Stream because takes its source 
the Gulf Mexico. river tepid water flowing 
through the colder waters the sea. Its bed and its shores 
are the cold water the ocean. The two giant rivers, the 
Amazon and the Mississippi not carry the thousandth 
part the water carried the Gulf Stream, and the heat 
that carries would sufficient melt mountain 
iron. The Gulf Mexico immense reservoir which 
receives the vertical rays the sun its surface and 
warmed the bottom emanations subterranean heats. 
Its islands, its shores, are bristling with volcanic air holes 
whose frequent convulsions reveal the working the im- 
mense furnace underneath its waves. possibly there, that 
the Gulf Stream receives its enormous provision heat which 
distributes its way the pole; enough left 
melt some the polar ice the end its long journey. 

The current flows the sand banks Newfoundland, 
there, part plunges under the cold waters the ocean 
and forms undercurrent directed toward the pole, while 
the remainder remains the surface and deflected east- 
ward. Near the Azores, the current the surface the 
water divides into two branches, one after following the coast 
Africa reénters the Gulf Mexico, while the other con- 
tinues its direction toward the north where approaches the 
coast France, England, and Sweden, and finally disappears 
North Cape, where plunges under polar ice. 

its source, the Gulf Stream measures width about 
miles and depth about 2,000 feet. The rapidity its 
course is, first, about five miles hour, but decreases 
gradually, although preserves considerable speed the 
end. Its waters are beautiful blue tint, and are outlined 
neatly the green the ocean water. This strange stream, 
that flows waters colder than its own, maintains itself, 
nevertheless, embanked within its fluid shores, until reaches 
the Azores. There mixture between the blue and the 
green waves, until reaches that point, but farther on, the 
Gulf Stream leaves its embankment, and its tepid waters are 
mixed with the waters the ocean. 

were not for the addition this heat, brought 
the Gulf Stream from the countries the sun, the winters 
England, Ireland, and Norway, would much more 
rigorous. not simply heat that the Gulf Stream carries 
the lands the north, also carries combustibles. Trunks 
trees, carried from the coast Louisiana and Florida, 
are thrown the coast North Cape and Spitzbergen, 
where the inhabitants these barren regions, pick them 
and use them fuel. 

Branches bamboo, pieces sculptured wood, trunks 
pines, until then unknown, carried far the Azores 
the Atlantic Current, contributed the discovery Amer- 
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ica, confirming the mind Columbus, the belief that 
unknown lands lay toward the west. 

The Gulf Stream and the branches that leave coast 
along Africa, and reénter the Gulf Mexico, circumscribe 
part the Atlantic, larger than the Mediterranean Sea. 
called Sargossa Sea. this basin marine plants and animals 
are piled and multiplied until they form floating entangle- 
ment where ships force passage with difficulty. was with 
much apprehension that the first explorers the Atlantic, 
ventured pass these oceanic meadows. Columbus, himself, 
his first voyage, was strongly impressed this spectacle, 


him, and was necessary for him use all the 


firmness his character, cross this insidious sea, despite 
the murmurs his companions. This island weeds 
threatened, every moment, retain his frail vessels captive 
the networks its surface and added much the dangers 
encountered his voyage. 

The Gulf Stream also food bringer the colonies 
corals which exist the warmer portions the ocean, 
and it, therefore, aids the building many lands the 
sea. The Bahamas, the Bermudas, the southern end Flo- 
rida, and the multitude islands the south Pacific, are 
coral islands made from the skeletons creatures nourished 
the warm waters the ocean currents. 


THE CASE METHOD 


Writing the School Review (September), Everett 
Hirsch, superintendent schools Rice Lake, Wis., explains 
how the case method dealing with individual difficulties 
pupils used his high school. finds, from experience, 
new source disciplinary troubles and says: 

“Antisocial unsatisfactory behavior school should 
treated symptoms difficulty rather than difficulty 
itself. certain type behavior most instances 
symptomatic certain type difficulty, just certain con- 
ditions are symptomatic tuberculosis appendicitis. 
listless, indifferent recalcitrant attitude the part 
pupil has definite cause, which can usually cured provided 
recognized and properly diagnosed.” 

The following six classifications causes for trouble with 
number subdivisions under each are mentioned: physical 
defects, personality difficulties, defective foundation, ineffec- 
tive habits work, social difficulties. 

The teacher must secure the information necessary for 
diagnosis the case. This may done (1) observing the 
pupil work, (2) study written work and tests, (3) private 
conferences with the pupil and others, (4) self-study the 
pupil. Forms for recording case histories are supplied. The 
pupil asked answer list questions covering his 
own explanation his difficulty, his personal habits, how 
spends his time, his purpose for study, his future plans, etc. 
The following one the case histories cited with concise 
enumeration pertinent facts. The difficulty here was classi- 
fied under ineffective habits work: 

“Diagnosis: This pupil was reported failing her work. 
study the case revealed that she had entered rural 
school seven and one-half years age and that she had 
skipped the fourth and sixth grades. entering high school 
she seemed have lazy, self-satisfied attitude, and her 
mental responses were very slow. Her work was often care- 
lessly done and was untidy. She belonged some the girls’ 
clubs but did not seem have much interest, nor initiative 
their activities. She had few friends and was usually alone. 
She lived with aunt while attending school and had very 
little do. She spent her evenings the public library, where 
she delighted just ‘hanging around.’ She drew few books. 

“Remedial Procedure: she had plan work and 
scheduled time, place, procedure for study, her adviser 
outlined plan for her. effort was made teach her how 
study. The the aunt was solicited keeping 
the girl home evenings and having her some 
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PROJECTS FOR THE SEWING ROOM 


One the most interesting projects teach the class 
value and importance the right selection needles and 
threads. Unless this important fundamental point sewing 
thoroughly understood and grasped the student, she may 
have difficulty this respect all through her life. 

perfect stitch can obtained only when the thread 
selected suit the fabric which stitched and the 
needle the correct size for the thread. needle too fine 
the thread the material sewn, quite likely 
break when crossing seam. large needle used 
material, the perforations made the needle will show 
the finished work, and the stitch will slanting various 
directions. 

Consult the Needle and Thread Chart. table the cor- 
rect needles for the various sizes silk and cotton thread 
the instruction book for each machine and the teacher 
explain carefully and fully why the best results can 
obtained carefully following the instructions given this 
table. This table should also carefully followed the 
teacher when ordering needles and when changing needles 
for various classes work. 

Chain-stitch machines take different class needles from 
that lock-stitch machines and careful comparison the 
selection needles and threads will help eliminate many sew- 
ing troubles later on. 

Testing Needle. Sometimes needles become bent the 
point becomes dull. needle with dull point will make 
tapping noise penetrates the material and should im- 
mediately changed. bent needle will cause dropped stitches. 
test needle place the flat side the needle the slide 
plate the machine any other perfectly flat solid surface. 
Hold the needle flat the plate and the plate the light. 
perfect needle will show even amount light under 
and the point will line with the shank; while crooked 
bent needle will show closer the plate further from 
the point. Good sewing cannot done with needles that 
are bent dull. 

Setting the Needle Properly. Sometimes the students have 
trouble the setting the needle the machine and will 
repay the teacher she will cover this project the begin- 
ning. order set the needle properly necessary 
turn the balance wheel over toward the operator until the 
needle bar raised the highest point. Then loosen the 
thumb screw the needle clamp, place the new needle the 
needle clamp making sure that the flat side the needle 
against the needle bar. other words, have the flat side 
the needle the right. Push the needle far will 
and tighten the needle clamp. 

Sewing-machine needles have short groove the eye 
the same side the flat the shank while the other side 
the needle has long groove. The thread must lie this long 
groove when sewing and the needle not placed correctly 
the machine will not form stitch. 

The testing and setting needles not only necessary 
fundamental part the teaching machine sewing, but 
interesting project and holds the attention the pupils. 

Regulating the Length Stitch. The length stitch should 
regulated suit the thread and material sewn. 
other words, after giving all other conditions careful attention, 
not spoil the sewing using stitch that too long and 
coarse. When stitching fine material, use fine needle, fine 
thread and short stitch. Heavy material requires coarse 
needle and thread and long stitch. 

About stitches the inch makes desirable stitch for 
ordinary sewing. count the stitches, sew double thick- 
ness muslin, measure off one inch with ruler and count 
the stitches. The stitch regulator plainly evident all sew- 
ing machines, and the instruction book contains detailed infor- 
mation how regulate the length stitch.

After few weeks school, when had become acquainted 
with class, organized the group into two equal divisions. 
then suggested that they vote for name for each side. They 
were delighted with this idea, and few days one division 
had decided the name “Hustlers,” and the other chose the 
title, could see that interest was already keen. 
Next, voted for captains and subcaptains for each division. 
Both sides chose their best members for these offices. 

once became evident that would have draw 
rules which each pupil could merit honor points for his 
division. For each subject, prepared chart which 
could record their daily grades. These charts were posted 
the classroom bulletin board, where they could seen all. 
also made conduct chart and homework chart. The 
following are the rules that governed the awarding honor 

honor point. may occasionally deserve point. The 
teacher judge.) 

had written spelling twenty words daily except 
Friday. This day each week was set aside for contest. 
Each day’s papers were returned the next day the spelling 
period. The captains each division called the names the 
pupils, and gave the grade received, while the subcaptains 
put the marks the charts. the same time, another pupil 
was appointed from each division add the marks the 
board and find the general average the opposite division. 
The side having the highest average received ten honor points. 
was interesting observe their reaction toward member 
who brought down his side lack study. Friday, when 
the papers were given back, each pupil with four 100’s received 
five honor points for his division. Absent pupils were always 
most anxious make work order get the credit. 
After this, had our weekly spelling contest; the side 
standing longest received certain number points (teacher 
should give she thinks fair). 

All test papers grading between and 100 per cent 
brought honor points the proper division. 

Compositions deserving 100 per cent also gave 
honor points. 

The Safety Patrol boys were required Mr. Parkins 
give safety talks different classes our building and 
also outside schools. took this opportunity for giving 
honor points the student who brought mark for his 
talk from the teacher before whose class spoke. 

Public talks Friday afternoons were also given honor 
points. 

Later the year, thought would good plan 
take away honor points for any grammatical errors made 
either side during school hours. This caused great excite- 
ment for time, because few rather careless pupils made 
mistakes frequently that quite number points were 
lost either side. They soon began take great care the 
way they expressed themselves. Mistakes were corrected 
pupils who had before given very little attention their 
English. They even noted mistakes made outsiders who 
visited the room. 

you have clear glass your door, have, you can 
also try this plan. had two cards printed. One read: “Hust- 
lers are Ahead!” and the other “Speeders are Ahead!” also 
had one that read “STOP!

The captain would urge the 
group work their hardest every subject try beat 
the opposing side. was almost laughable see how serious 
they were, and how the slower students would admonished 
the captain study harder home promote the stand- 
ing the division. 

could give many other instances that showed interest both 
and out school. certain that this plan has been the 
secret our year’s success and believe well worth trial 
other teachers. admit that entails additional work 
upon the teacher, but certain that the results will amply 
repay the labor. wish each and every one who tries the 
method will meet the same success that have experienced. 


OPPORTUNITY PLAN INSTRUCTION 

remedy the difficulties the conventional type class 
instruction Hume, inspector public schools 
Toronto, Canada, offers what calls the Opportunity Plan 
Instruction. 

The difficulties found under the usual type instruction 
were that required the teacher great deal talk- 
ing the class and left very little chance discover the 
difficulties the individual pupil. Neither was time set aside 
for instruction further work subject for which 
pupil has particular aptitude. The assignment was the same 
for all. 

Under the opportunity plan, which Mr. Hume calls proved 
method education, not experiment, children proceed 
their own rate speed. Assignments are given which lead 


children work themselves, develop their initiative, 


search out and select information value. 

For example, for English assignment 
poems describing the beauties the British Isles and read 
them the class. For geography their study Japan they 
describe day Japanese school and tell not only what 
they study, but what games they play. list reference 
books placed their disposal. 

The plan enables the teacher give individual help and 
instruction. The pupil who has difficulty directed that 
his ability gets full scope.

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DISCUSSION INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION 

Rev. Joseph Barbian, superintepdent schools, arch- 
diocese Milwaukee, invited superintendents and other 
school personnel gather his city October 31, discuss 
vocational education. The other Catholic educators who 
signed the invitation and prepared preliminary statement 
the nature the problem were, Rev. Wolfe, super- 
intendent schools, archdiocese Dubuque; Rev.

Rev. Cunningham, superintendent schools, archdio- 
cese Chicago; and Mr. Frommelt, Marquette Uni- 
versity. 

The meetings were held the library the Milwaukee 
Vocational School and their success was largely due the 
splendid and unbounded hospitality Mr. Cooley, di- 
rector this school.

Father Barbian, acting behalf the Milwaukee archdio-

150. Immediately after Mr. Cooley’s presentation tour 
the Milwaukee Vocational School was made.
